OVSonnell, the venerable dean and 
pastor of St. Joseph's church at 
Bardstown, passed away after a \ong 
illness at St. Joseph's Inflrniary, this 
dty. News of his death was 
telegraphed throughout tlu' State, 
and when the bolls of St. Joseph's 
•hureh at HardRtx>» n besan to toll 
those of all Protestant churches and 
tlie Are department Joined the dirge 

Father O'Oonnell was born at 
Fnaktort, Ky., November SI, 1853, 
bat morad to Iionisvllle in early 
tftfldhood. For MTsnl ym he at- 
tended St. John'* parochial Mbool, 
Olay and Walnat «tr**l*. H* then 
went to Del«iiun tor hi* ^rapamtory 
and classical courses and studied 
1boo\of^ at the University of Lou- 
vain, RetumInK to Louisrille, he 
was ordained liy the late Bi^op 
McCloBkey, Juno 29. 187G. Ho was 
aaslsliint at the Oithe<iral of tlie Ab- 
sujnption here for a year, and was 
then appointed a professor in .St. Jo- 
seph's College, Bardstown. In 1878 
h* was made Preaident of the col- 
lege and a year later l>ecame pas- 
tor and dean of St Joseph'* ohnreh. 
B* 8erv«d in th* dual capacity 
nntll the college was closed in 1,889. 
The church Is the oldest Roman 
OathoUc church west of the Alletrha- 
Dies and the college one of the flrst 
edacatlonal Institutions in the 
State. The coIIoko Is located direct- 
ly behind the church, which Is rich 
In art 'iciusureH and has been the 
mecca oi thousands ot tourists.

Father O'Connell wrote several 
iwoks of sermons which were wide- 
ly published. During his administra- 
tion he had spent more than 
$76,000 in iTiiprovonients on St. 
Joseph's ctiurch. He h.id ero<'tetl a 
Bumber of monuments at the churcli 
and college, amons them beinc a 
statue of Bishop Flagttt, the flrat 
Biahop of the diocese, and the flrRt 
moBoment in Kontucky to .soidior- 
ot th* World War. Uo ar- 
** i *mcnl** •arhMi laatad a 
ta e*l*bratt«i of th* <rf th* 
*entenary anniTonary ot til* laving 
ef the comer^ton* ot St Joaeph'a 
•hurrffi and Its con i o c r a tloa several 
yeara apo. 

Father O'Connell is survived by 
»wo brothers, David O'Connell, for 
many years oonnecttxl with the Po- 
lice Court and work house in this 
city, and Thomas O'Oonnell, Uus- 
KellviUo: five nieces, Mrs. M. 0| 
Stevenson, Mra. George Ruaeell, 
Mi.s Nora O'Connell and Miss Jo- 
sephine O'Connell, all of Ruasell- 
vUle. and Miss mien OX3onnell, 
Umlarllte, and fhre* nephews, 
Thomas L. Palmell and C. J. O'Con- 
nell, Russellville; Cornelius O'Con- 
nell, LoalsTiUa^ and FaHiar O'Con- 
sell, 8. J., ot Pralv* 4m Ohlw, 
Wis. 

The body of Fatlinr O'Connell 
was taken to Bardstrxwn Saturday 
afternoon and laid In state In the 
<AA Cathedral, where the remains 
were viewed by tlioufan<l.s from all 
walks of life, guarded by two mem- 
bors of the Knights of Colnmhus, 
two members of th* Oiris' Sodality 
and two BMmhors of fh« Boys' 8o- 
ialltr. 

Tnesday morning th* tanmral, the 
largact and most impraailT* ever 
witnessed in Bardstown, was held, 
and as a mark of respect the courts 
were closed, all. business suspended, 
and the streets were thronged with 
silent mourners. Right Rev. Bishop 
O'Donaghuo presided at the solemn 
requiem services, his deacons being 
rhe Very Rev. T. P. Cronln. V. O., 
and Very Rev. Edw. Spalding V. 
O. of AltoQ, 111. Right R*v. E. 
Obreoht also "waa present attended 
tor Rev. Harry SpiUdiag, fl. J., and 
K«r. Father Nivard, O. O. K. Forty- 
two priests, besides the Bishop and 
Abbot, were present, also memibers 
*f th* Xavwian Brotherhood and 
«T*ry Sisterhood In the diocese, as 
well as many prominent non-Cath- 
ollrs. Hev. J. A. HoRarty. Dean of 
L.e'banon, directed the singing of the 
office of the dead. 

Long before the hour for the 
mass the church was thronged and 
many remained' standing outside. 
Her. Daniel O'CommU. S. J., was 
th* celebrant; Rer. .Wm. P. Ho- 
gartr. deacon; Rer. F. Breintner, 
rab^sacon: R«r. WilUam D. Pike, 
master of c*r*aiool*f ; Bev. Frank 
Smith and Rev. Jam«B Mahoney, 
acolytes; Rev. Joseoh McAloer, 
lhartfer. Rev. Father Davis, ohap- 
tafn of Natareth, conducted the 
servioea at the grave. The Rev. 
Father Thomas Hayes, of Bowling 
Oreen. a life-long friend of the Rev. 
Fklher O'Connell and yioe President 
•f St Joseph's College during the 
Hot. Father O'Conaell's incumbency 
■« PrasidMrt. yraaehad. the sermon. 
t*aflh*d V9tm th* taaatlfnl and

In one corner ef the 
armory was tlu- colored 400, the 
We.st Chrsfnut elite; in another the 
Pendcnnis and .Soelbarh waiters pre- 
dominated; In the next were the 
colored gamblers, a la Hurley Pope's 
trtends, and that tribe of leisurely 
colored gentlemen who do not labor, 
but depend on th* earnings ot their 
wlTos' washtab aad a hn or two 
from th* Hart-Saarey machine at 
election time. In - the last comer, 
near the door, were the hod-car- 
liei's. bootblacka and coal peddlers. 
Everyone had just a most "scrump- 
tious" time, as a colored lady put 
it, and none of the gentlemen were 
compelled to pull their "razzashs." 
To the tune of "It takes a long 
tall brownskin gal to make a 
preacher lay his Bible down," and 
other favorite m«iodl*s, th* guests 
mire made merry la th* white folks' 
armory. Now w« com* to th* aad 
part Th* gsalal Phil Brown an- 
nounced in advaaca that tb* Booker 
Washington Center would get a big 
slice of th* r*«*lpts after the 
armory wa* paid, hat to date there 
has been no report of the Center 
getting anything, nor have Messrs. 
<irlnstead. Hunt and Baskin reports

the ronnflger of the big colored so- 
clety e\-eiit. lAMtkn like the Joke is 
on tlio taxpayers of Jefferson conn- 
ty, and the gwtleman from Hop- 
klnavllie Nhoiild worry, eh!

Briti.sh prejudice.s and Flster Inter- 
ests renders this solution impossible 
without bloodshed and a dreadful 
emibittennent ot feelings which 
would. It Ireland were successful, 
destroy every possibility ot .friendly 
relations for many generations; and 
which would. If Ireland were unsuc 
cessful, Involve her continued sub- 
jection. We seek a settlement 
which will i)ut an end to the diaas 
irous and unnatural enmity between 
neighboring nations, each of which 
has need of what the other can give. 

Th* Labor party Is committed, as 
lnd**d° th* whole British nation is 
c om mitted, to th* pdnoiples ot self- 
determination. The acceptance ot 
this principle Implies the right of 
the Irish people to determine their 
iiwn futrue. We believe that If 
Ireland were left free to decide 
whether .she would n'uiain within 
the Kinplre, or bo<"iiuii; coiniileteiy 
(ieparateil from it. tlic Irlsli iie^pli 
ihemselves, upon mature con.sidi'ra- 
tion, would decide that it was lu 
I heir own interest that the link 
ihould not be qpmpletoly savored. 

W* e«asid*r, tlwrstor*. that the 
principle ot seit-detormination 
should be acknowledged by the Brit 
Ish Government in the case of Ire- 
land, Just as it is adniltte<l In the 
case of the self-govern in n ilonilnions 
DUt that the constitution conferring 
f-elf—governuient in Ireland should 
not be subjected to revi.siou by the 
Irish people until after au agreed 
number of years, during which un 
der self-government they would have 
an opportunity to return to a more 
normal state of mind, free from the 
prejudices and animosities engen- 
dered by the tallur* ot British gov 
emments In th* past to satisfy Irish 
demands.

Following a Joint meeting of the 
Parliamentary Laibor party and the 
Labor National Kxecutlve at the 
House of Coiiunou.-'. tlie report is is- 
nued of the I.alxu- CominlssiDn ot In 
qulry Into the j)re.seni conditions in 
Ireland. The Joint meeting adopted 
the following resolution: 

"That the report of the deputa- 
tion to Ireland b* aoeaptad and the 
depntotlon be thanked; that In view 
of the annual conference of the La- 
bor party In June next, the report 
be printed for the information of the 
parly and submitted to the confer- 
enc; for consideration; and that, as 
'he Kit\iaiion In Ireland Is very 
grave and changing from day to day, 
a Joint committee of the Parliann n- 
tary party and the party executive 
be appointed to considor all the is- 
sues as they arise, and to folrmulate 
party policy In greater detail." 

Following is the report In part 
made by the Commissloaats: 

As a result ot th*tr Inviftigatlons 
the CommiHsioners ars convinced 
tliat, although social and economic 
conditions are an integral part of 
the. problem, the fundamental ne- 
cessity I.s a change In the jiolitical 
«ystem. They hold that niucli of the 
prevailing di.scoutent is iiiuiuestlon- 
ably to be attributed to "British 
misrule." Acts of violence they un- 
reservedly condemn, but point out 
that these are not all on one side, 
and they are convinced that on the 
popular side such ,acts are the work 
of irresjionsihle extremists and form 
no part of xUi- jxiliiy and i)rogranuue 
of any organi/.eil body of Irlsli opin- 
ion. 

.Much of the prevailing discon- 
tent is unquestionably to be at- 
tributed to the methods of the pres- 
ent administration. Apart from the 
wider claim ot th* Ixm p*i^s to 
the control ot «tb*lr own affairs, 
these methods would drive any 
spirited nation Into- a sUte ot deep- 
seated and daagarous diseontont. 
Where the administration Is not 
merely unintelligent It appears to 
be deliberately provocative. Over 
the greater part of Ireland the be- 
lief exists that Dublin Castle pur- 
sues a policy of calculated provoca- 
tion. The civil and military au- 
thorities between them have de- 
stroyed praetiaclly all the sate- 
gtiards of political and personal lib- 
erty, and we have reason to believe 
that this policy of repression has 
given many Nationalists belonging 
to the constitutional school Into the 
arms of .Sinn Kein. italds on private 
dwellings are a common occurrence.
